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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claims 1-19 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 10-12, 15, 16, and 19 recite numerous instances of "...the 
controller". Replace "the controller" with -the storage and switch controller— in order to 
facilitate proper antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 6 and 15 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claims 6 and 15 
depend upon claims 2 and 1 1 , respectively. It is noted that claim 6 is equivalent to 
claim 2, while claim 1 5 is equivalent to claim 1 1 . 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213.
